BROCCOLI AND 
CABBAGE NEED 
OF HOME PLOT 


Every 
well 
ordered 
vegetable 
planting should include cabbage and 
broccoli, says J. W. Johnston, horti­ 
culture editor of the New York Her- 
ald-Trlbune. Easy to grow and good 
to eat. both contribute much to the 
family dict and make a splendid 
showing in 
the 
vegetable 
patch. 
Calling for much the same cultural 
conditions, boti) may be started in­ 
doors late this month so plants will 
be ready for the garden early in 
April. 
Sow the seed in a regular seed 
flat, m aking the rows about three 
inches apart, and space each seed 
quarter inch or more apart in 
the row. A good garden loam will 
suffice for 
growing 
the 
seedling 
plants. Drainage 
should be 
pro­ 
vided in the usual m anner by using 
broken crockery, coarse cinders or 
gravel to a depth of two inches in 
the bottom of the flat, shallow flow­ 
er pot or other container. 
Smalt Flower Pots Used 
For ease in handling, when be­ 
ing transplanted in the garden, the 
seedlings may be potted in small 
flower pot* when they reach about j extrem e care. Of course, no poison- j grapevines. If properly pruned they 
an inch to an inch and a half in 
height. This will elim inate any dis­ 
turbance of the root systems when 
they are finally transplanted out­ 
doors. The 
seed, if 
not 
already 
treated when purchased, should be 
treated w ith one of the commer- 
ciay seed disinfectants now on the 
m arket. A sm all packet of seed is 
sufficient for the average family, 
as an ounce of cabbage seed nor­ 
mally num bers around 8,000. 
For hand cultivation it is suffi­ 
cient to m ake the rows thirty inches 
apart, w ith early variety plants set 
eighteen inches ap art in the row. 
Late kinds m ust be planted twenty- 
four inches ap art in the row. 
Sowing Directions 
Early cabbage will m ature in from 
sixty-flve to seventy-five days, where­ 
as the later kinds take around 120 
days. Late seed may be sown out­ 
doors about June I and still be in 
plenty of tim e to m ature for w inter 
use. Seed sown indoors should be 
planted about a quarter inch deep 
and the soil kept moist, but not 
wet. Do not grow them under too 
much heat or spindly plants will 
result.

Broccoli takes about eighty days 1 placed on keeping this poison and 
to m aturity and as it is not too 
good a hot w eather crop it should 
be grown early and late with no 
attem pt to m ature a crop during 
the real hot days of midsummer. 
The late fall crop of broccoli may 
be held for seed sowing from June 
15 to July IO. 
Both these crops can stand con­ 
siderable cold or even some frost 
if they are gradually hardened to 
outside 
conditions 
before 
being

Both crops will benefit by a gen­ 
erous application of well rotted m a­ 
nure w’orked into the soil and fol­ 
lowed by an application of a com­ 
plete plant food applied a t the rate 
of ten pounds to IOO feet of row’ 
in advance of planting.

Cabbage Worm a Threat 
Cabbage and broccoli suffer from 
damage by the cabbage worm. The

butterfly so frequently seen in the 
garden. A non-poisonous spray, of 
w'hich there are several on the m ar­ 
ket. should be used for control. C ut­ 
worms frequently affect early plants, 
but paper collars around the young 
plants will cheat this pest. Frequent 
I cultivation is a m ust for good cab­ 
bage and broccoli. 
Variety is a m atter of personal 
choice, though some are more dis 
ease-resistant th an others. One may 
take his choice of cabbage from the 
straight wliite varieties, the red, or 
savoy, which for an early crop has 
great appeal to this w riter because 
of its splendid flavor and mildness.

; tractive and easy to grow’.

Cabbage seed disinfected by the 
mercuric chloride m ethod will be 
rendered free from biack-rot but the 
hot-w ater treatm ent is necessary to 
curb both black-rot and black leg. 
For this dual purpose the seed is 
immersed 15 to 30 m inutes in w ater 
held exactly at 122 degrees. Old seed 
may be rendered useless by this 
treatm ent. Therefore, it is wise to

adding one this year. It will put 
you ahead several weeks with seed­ 
ling plants th a t appreciate an early 
start. You m ay even consider the 
installation of an electric heating 
elem ent and a therm ostat to make a 
hotbed out of it. The gardener who 
does not have a greenhouse or con­ 
servatory will find that the hotbed 
or coldframe will provide alm ost 
equal advantages for starting seeds 
early.

A number of people have asked 
recently wily I dont write about 
the problem of Palestine I have re­ 
plied that I dont know enough 
about it. that a brief column Is in­ 
sufficient even to outline the high 
points of the problem fairly. 
Not being a Jew. never having 
been in a Nazi Internment camp, not 
the v let Im ot a Polish poerom. I 
cannot presume to even try to place 
myself in the position of one whose 
eye U on the promised land, or one 
who 
yearns 
for actual 
physical 
safety. I know I cannot feel as does 
the man in Palestine whose aged 
mother, father, brothers and sisters 
in Europe may still live in a com­ 
munity to which their deaths would 
mean little more than the deaths of 
ants, might even be welcomed or 
encouraged. 
Not being a Moslem Arab. I cannot 
know his feeling of encroachment, i 
his 
desert 
pride, 
his 
antipathy 
toward Imperialist power, his fear 
of being dominated by a .^mailer but 
more cohesive group than his own. 
Watchtower for OH 
Not being a British officer. T can­ 
not know precisely what Palestine 
means to Britain’s safety, although 
I know it Is a watchtower over the 
Middle Eastern oil so essential for 
her fleet, and over the great artery 
of tile Suez. I cannot know posi­ 
tively that British traditions, that 
British pride, do not play more of 
a role in the Palestine trouble than 
is admitted on the surface. 
I don't know whether a Jewish 
national state should be formed in 
a world where national states now 
stand as probably the greatest bar­ 
riers against solution of its general 
problems 
I don't know whether 
there is any possibility of reconciling 
Jew and Arab political interests in 
one country, any more than it has 
been proved possible for the Moslem 
arid the Hindu in India. 
All I know is that Palestine has 
become a battlefield for the Jew. the 
Arab and the Briton, representing 
three of the world’s most tenacious 
peoples. 
Deep Emotions Involved 
I know that man's deepest emo­ 
tions—his religious beliefs, his pos­ 
sessiveness. his pride, his fear—are 
involved.
